“ We have enough gas in the Henri­ 
etta oil fields to supply both Ft. Worth 
and Dallas and all of the intervening 
towns,” said W. H. Featherstone, a 
prominent banker of Henrietta, yes­ 
terday afternoon. “ Experts have just 
visited the fields, and all of them pro­ 
nounce the field to be a success with 
more than enough gas to supply the 
two metropolitan cities of North Tex­ 
as, and then some to spare.

In Fight at Okm ulgee. 


EXCITING SUNDAY THERE. j, 


Riot Brought About by an Effort to 12« 
Arrest Jim Deckard, Who Beat With 
Tj 
a Rock 
Insensible an 
Indian Boy 
4< 
Named Steve Grayson.

Okmulgee, Okla., Nov. 16.—A not, j 
jvhich had its origin in an effort made j 
to arrest Jim Deckard. a negro des­ 
perado, who engaged in a fight at the 
Frisco depot with Steve Grayson, an 
Indian boy, beating the latter into in­ 
sensibility with a rock, eight persons 
lost their lives and ten others were 
wounded. 
The dead are: 
Edgar Robinson, sheriff of Okmul­ 
gee county. 
I Henry Klaber, chief of police of Ok* 
jtoulgee. 
Two 
negroes 
named 
Chapman, 
brothers. 
Jim Deckard, negro. 
Three unidentified negroes. 
The wounded are Steve Grayson, In­ 
dian boy, fatally beaten. 
Vie Farr, chief 
of 
police, 
shot 
through shoulder. 
Deputy sheriff, name not learned; 
brin broken. 
Seven others, slightly wounded. 
Friends o4- Grayson notified the po­ 
lice, and when Policeman Klaber went 
to the * station Deckard fled to his 
bouse near by, barricaded himself in 
and when Klaber approached Deckard 
Peckard sot and instantly killed him. 
Sheriff Robinson gathered a posse 
In a few m.nutes arid hurried to the 
scene. 
Part of this posse was made 
Up of a group of negroes, whom the 
sheriff commissioned as deputies. 
As 
the posse approached the house Deck­ 
ard opened fire with a rifle, firing as 
rapidly as he could load his weapon. 
The shernt fell first, instantly killed. 
Then five of the negro deputies were 
slain. 
Deckard’s house was soon sur­ 
rounded by a frenzied mob of armed 
men. 
Fire was set to a house just 
north of Deckard’s. Volleys were pour­ 
ed into Deckards’ house and he was 
shot dowrn. 
He was seen to roll over 
on the floor, strike a match and set 
tire to his own house, which was soon 
a roaring furnace in which his body 
was baked. 
Deckard evidently had a 
large quantity of ammunition stored 
In bis house, for many cartridges ex­ 
ploded while the house was burning. 
Governor Haskell, at Guthrie, was 
notified of the battle and of the bad 
feeling between the whites and ne­ 
groes that had grown out of it, and 
threatened a race riot. 
The governor 
at once ordered the militia company 
at Muskogee to prepare to go to Ok­ 
mulgee, and a special train was made 
ready to carry the troops, the govern­ 
or remaining at his office to keep in 
touch with the situation. 
News of the 
preparation to send the militia had a 
good effect on the disorderly element 
of both races, and at 7 o’clock Sunday 
night the crowd had dispersed. 
When it bec aine known that no oth­ 
er negro had assisted Deckard against 
the officers the talk of reprisals sub- 
tided. 
During 1he past week district court 
has been in session at Okmulgee, and 
there has been wholesale conviction 
of negro bootleggers. 
A protest was 
made because a white jury convicted 
the negroes as fast as they came ti 
tor trial. 
A negro woman was to b 
tried Saturday, and Judge Alexander 
I ad a special jury coml used of ne­ 
groes to try her. 
She was acquitted. 
This has caused a bitter race feeling.

Mr. Baumgaertner asks for the fifty 
dollars, as per agreement; the matter 
comes before the city council, and 
two of the aforesaid city fathers take 
pleasure in placing themselves on re­ 
cord, and even demanded that a re­ 
cord of their vote be placed in the 
minutes of the meeting, said vote be­ 
ing against the payment of fifty dol­ 
lars to Mr. Baumgaertner, 
as per 
aforesaid agreement, 
regardless of 
the power and integrity of the city of 
Decatur. 
These are the facts so far as the cy­ 
press tank goes. 
You may tell the

000. 
The filing fee and franchise tax 
is $2,320. 
Fort Worth is to be Texas 
headquarters.

In­ 
spection of records 
discloses 
that 
Swift & Po., incorporated under the 
laws of West Virginia, with 
head­ 
quarters at Union stock yards, Chi­ 
cago.

Peter Van Vlissengen’* Case Is 
u 
Quickly Disposed Of. 


FORGES DEEDS AND NOTES 


Makes No Effort to Defend 
Himself, 
the Only Request He Makes After 
Being Convicted That His Punish- 
ment Be Given at Once. 


Chicago, Nov. 17.— Peter Van Vlis- 
Iserigen, a real estate dealer, for sev­ 
eral years classed among the first of 
Chicago’s prosperous 
and 
reputable 
business men, confessed to having ob­ 
tained through forged deeds and notes 
more than $700,000, and a few hour.' 
after his arrest, on his own urgent ap ­ 
peal to be punished, was sentenced to 
tho penitentiary. 
The arrest, the in­ 
dictment. ibe confession and the sen 
fence w ere tho work of less than four 
hours. 
Taken in the m idst of business from 
the office desk shortly after the noon 
hour, Van Vlissengen appeared before 
the court and in tears confessed that 
for eighteen to tw enty years had been 
securing much money 
through 
the 
sale of forged documents, and 
that, 
though ho had bought back many of 
these spurious instrum ents without de^ 
lection, at least twenty-five 
people 
wou’d lose an aggregate cf more than 
$700,000 through the paper which he 
has rot yet 
redeemed. 
In 
forging 
notes lie declared he had perfected a 
unique device. 
This consisted of a 
plafe glass desk top so arranged that 
by an electric light thrown up beneath 
he could readily trace from originals 
forged 
signatures 
onto 
w orthless 
papers. 
Throughout his arrest rind sentence 
the prisoner m ade no effort to defend 
himself, but only asked that his pun­ 
ishm ent be speedy. 
Asked if he had 
anything to say before sentence was 
imposed, Van Vlissengen, bowing his 
head, replied: 
“Only that I be given 
ray punishm ent at once.” 
His term in the prison was fixed at 
indeterm inate from one to 
fourteen 
years. 
Van Vlissengen, who is about forty­ 
five years 
old. was m arried Feb. 4, 
19’>7, to Mrs. Jessie Roosevelt Blend, 
who wa < described at the time to be 
a distant relative cf President Rooss 
vep. 
T he bride was a daughter of 
Wilton C. Roosevelt. 
She had been 
divorced from a dentist nam ed Blend. 
Van Vlissengen had been a bachelor, 
living at the Calum et club. 
He w as 
k'.own as being of a philanthropic dis­ 
position. giving special attention to 
the welfare of bors.
